The heavy guns in the tariff debate 
have fired. Sir Charles Tupper con- 
cluded a very long speech last night 
about twelve o'clock, without moving 
any resolution in opposition to the 
tariff as brought down, or outlining 
any policy contrary to it. His main

tions. The main body of the speech 
was ‘chiefly a prolonged scold address- 
ed to his opponents ; but did not con- 
tain any indication of taking a de- 
finite issue on any point against the 
new policy. The only definite de- 
claration was that the conservative 
party stood pledged to protect the 
manufacturing interests of the coun- 
try, as it aiways had been. The 
general tone of the argument was that 
the interests of the manufacturers are 
paramount in the estimation of him- 
seif and his friends. 

Sir Richard Cartwright followed on 
Monday afternoon, and distinguished 
himself by not replying at any length 
to the unpleasant personal references

He left Forty- 
mile in February last, and came up 
the Yukon to the Chilkat Pass, a dis- 
tance of about 600 miles, with a dog 
train, bringing out mail matter. The

mountains, from Lake Lindeman, the 
head waters of one branch of the 
Yukon, to the head of Dyea Inlet, a 
distance of 33 miles, the elevation of 
the summit of the pass being 4,000 
feet above the sea, which naturally 
makes a very steep climb. To Dyea 
Inlet steamers fun direct from Seattle, 
by way of Juneau, Alaska, and during 
the last couple of months have been 
crowded by the rush to the new 
gold mines of the Yukon. Not less 
than 4,000 people are now at some 
point on the Fortage awaiting the 
opening of Lake Lindeman in May to 
proceed down the Yukon to the gold 
fields. Owing to the steepness of the 
Pass, all goods have to be packed from 
the sea to the summit either on men’s 
backs, which until recently was the 
only method, or by horses, which are 
now employed. From the sumnuit, 
during the season of snow, sleighs are 
run to the head of Lake Lindemat:, a 
distance of about 9 miles. Formerly 
the charge for packing over this 
portage of 33 miles was 15 centsa 
pound, now it is reduced to 6 or & 
cents. At Lake Lindeman row boats 
are built, and in these miners and 
prospeetors go down stream to the 
gold fields. The summit of the coast 
range is here the boundary between 
Canada and Alaska, so that the head 
of the Inlet and 24 miles of the Pass 
are in United States territory. The 
rest of the trip to Forty-miie city, a 
few miles east of the Alaska bound- 
ary,is in the Canadian territory. The 
new strike which is causing the great 
excitement is on small tributaries of 
the Klondike River, which empties 
into the Yukon about 50 miies above 
(that is to say, southeast of) Forty- 
mile city, or Fort Cudahay. The dis- 
covery was made in August last, on 
Bonanza Creek and Hunker Creek, 
the first of which empties into the 
Klondike, about two miles above its 
mouth. Ths Klondike enters the 
Yukon from the east, and is, therefore, 
further within British. territory than 
Forty-mile. The diggings on the 
Kiondike are coarse gold, and run 
from two to eight dollars to the pan.

and the necessarily idle winter so 
long, and the diggings in no case 
phenomenally rich, that the accumula- 
tion of afortune such as is in the 
mind of every gold miner was com- 
paratively rare. This was when 
mining was confined to the surface of 
the river bars, but of later years deep 
diggings have been preferred to the 
open bars, as they can be worked ail 
winter. The ground being frozen, in- 
stead of being picked or blasted out 
as if it were unfrozen earth or rock, 
is thawed out by fire a few feet at a 
time, and when it has been thawed it 
can be shoveled very easily. As the 
main body ‘of earth remains frozen, 
no timbering is required ; there is no 
danger of the earth caving in, and no 
water comes into the mine in winter. 
Since this system has been adopted, a 
number of very considerable fortunes 
have been made, and miners have 
gone’out with $20,000 to $40,000 as a 
resalt of two or three seasons work. 
Until the Klondike was struck.the 
Yukon was remarkable rather for the 
vast areas over which gold was dis- 


tributed, and for its equal distribu-. 


tion within these areas, than for there 
being any great quantity in a particu- 
lar mine; but;sunless the reports re- 
garding the Klondike are exaggerated, 
this region will surpass Cariboo in 
actual output, as the ground is nearly 
as rich, and the area immensely 


greater, and more easily worked. On | 


Stewart river, another large branch of 
the Yukon, also in British territory, 
there are bar diggings very similar to 
those on the Saskatchewan, which are 
renewed by high water every year, 
and these have attracted a consider- 
able amount of attention in the past ; 
but the rush is now all to the Klon- 
dike. When the location of the 
Yukon mines is considered, the cost 
of supplies there at the present time 
is- not high, compared with many 
other mining locations in new and re- 
mote regions. Supplies are not taken 
in by the same reute which is follow- 
ed by travellers. They go in ocean 
vessels to the mouth of the Yukon, 
on Behring’s sea, and then river steam- 
ers take them up some 2,000 miles of 
river to Forty-mile and points still 
further within British territory. Two 
companies are operating these steam- 
ers: The Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany, with five, and the North 
American Transportation Company, 
with three boats. These steamers 
make from two to four trips in the sea- 
son ; but they do not carry freight, as 
a rule, for others than their owners. 
During summer flour is sold at $8 a 
sack ; bacon, 35 cents a pound ; beans, 
10 cents a pound; butter, 30 cents a 
pound ; sugar, 20 cents a pound; and 
canned stuff 50 cents for two pound 
cans. In winter supplies sometimes 
become scarce and prices rise accord- 
ingly. Beef has been almost unknown; 
but last year cattle were driven from 
the coast to Forty-mile Creek to be 
butchered, and as the venture was 
successful it will doubtless be repeated. 
Navigation on the Yukon opens 
about the 25th of May and closes 
about the 20th of October; but 
Behring’s Sea only opens about July 
Ist and closes on October Ist. It is 
this late opening of Behring’s Sea 
that makes the transportation|problem 
somewhat difficult,.as the river navi- 
gation is superb. A company is 
applying for a charter to build a rail- 
road over the Chilkat Pass, intending 
to put steamers on the tributary 
of the Yukon which connects Lake 
Lindeman at the northern end of the 
pass with the main river. Mr. O’Brien 
does not consider that this scheme 
will be a commercial success, as the 
river navigation from the foot of Lake 
Lindeman is not practicable for river 
steamers for some hundreds of miles. 
In that distance there are navigable 
stretches, but the unbroken naviga- 
tion only begins two or three hundred 
miles north of the portage. While 
the route by the Chilkat Pass is the 
best for passengers and mails, it is 
not and cannot be made suitable for 
freight, and besides it has the objec- 
tion of commencing in United States 
territory. 

In view of the prospective rapid 
and great development of the gold 
fields of the Yuxon, the question of a 
commercial route to that region entire- 
ly through Canadian territory arises. 
Many years ago the Hudson’s Bay 
Company had a trading post at the 
mouth of the Peliy branch of the 
Yukon, called Fort Selkirk, the goods

The Liard 
river can be reached across country 
from Peace river, and it is a question 
worth considering if it be not desir- 
able that the Canadian government 
should take steps to open a wagon 
road te the Yukon, along this route, 
to be followed ultimately by a rail- 
road, should the development of the 
gold fields warrant. Northern Alberta 
is the nearest agricultural region to the 
Yukon, and should be its base of 
supplies. At the present time all the 
agricultural produce required in that 
region is taken from Oregon and 
Washington by the roundabent ocean 
and steamboat route, and every ounce 
of gold mined goes out in the same 
way, and is eredited as the product of 
Alaska, whereas three fourths, if not 
nine-tenths, of the gold on the Yukon 
and its tributaries is found in Cana- 
dian territory. At preseat the Yukon, 
like the Kootenay, is being developed 
for the benefit and to the advantage 
of the people of the United States. 
Canada is not so rich thatit can aiford 
to allow its neighbors to have the 
benefit of the most profitable part of her 
business. A wagon read to Peace 
river and the Liard, and across the 
mountains following up the Liard 
river to the navigable waters of the 
Pelly, would be a means whereby 

Canada would be able to reap the 
advantage of the development of the 
Yukon, which otherwise must go to 
United States. It may be said that 
wagon roads are now out of date. So 
they are, when brought in competi- 
tion with railroads; but if business is 
to be done it can be done over wagen 
roads, if ne better means be available. 
Cariboo still depends- upon a wagon 
road nearly three hundred miles in 
length, and the trade of Edmonton 
was done for many years over a cart 
trai! from Winnipeg, 2 thousand miles 
in length, a distance greater than 
from Edmonton to the head of steam- 
boat navigation on the Pelly river by 
the route suggested.

Acccrd- 
ing to a dispatch from Constantinople, 
the Sultan will accept the following 
conditions as the basis of peace: The 
withdrawal of the Greek troops from 
Crete and the re-estadlishment of the 
frontier of 1831. Greece to be exclud- 
ed from all the advantages of capitulat- 
ion and to pay indemnity. A Russian 
ship is lying at the Piraluso theport of 
Athens, ready to embark the royal 
family as a revolt 1s expected in 
Atheas. 


A London Cable in the Toronto- 
World says: The pro-Canada feeling 
which the at.nouncement of the Domin- 
ion’s tariff, with the preferential clause 
in favor of Engiand, has aroused here 
has been intensified by the journalistic 
recently published, and 
everywhere Canada and the Canadians 
are spoken of in enthusiastic terms.
